PHILIPPINES. 


A Circumstantial Story. 


The Munita Odlenets of the Lich ine 
publishes the fol owing ~ circumstantial 
waiy ia : 
Thore is at the present time no further 
doubt as to the existence of the now far. 
famed ‘white tribe’ living in the interior 
of the idand of Biden, and sa expedreun 
will bo sent Into the interior to make o 
seareh for the people and obtain all possible 
data relating to them, 
Tho Cablenews atory, founded as it was 
on the stalementa of eeveral cfticery whose 
recorda are above teprosch, called tho at- 
tention of the authorities to the fact, and 
it has bean decided to send an oxpeditien 
into the interior. The expedition will 
leavePolo, Mindoro, in aboutune week, un- 
der command of Lieutenant Allen of the 
Philippine Scouts. He will tako about 
fifty men ond thirly days’ rations and will 
cross through the interior of the island.
